The "std" 
condition is indicated as the "No hold condition". The "PH" 
condition is adapted to hold a peak value (maximum value) 
corresponding to at least the received light amount or the 
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detection ratio at every predetermined detection cycle. Further, 
the "bH" condition is adapted to hold a bottom value (minimum 
value) corresponding to at least the received light amount or the 
detection ratio at every predetermined detection cycle. The 
operator then selects one of the desired conditions by using the 
adjustment switch 28. Further, since the switch 28 comprises up 
and down buttons, the display of the first display portion 23 can 
move back and forth between each of the above-mentioned 
conditions. — *— — 
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
